Cuder the caption "Tmliilng of Vol- 


unteers" the Wur college pamphlet 
reads : 


"The training of volunteer troops 


must begin without delay after their 
Induction Into the surilce.

must be lout. It should begin at tho 
company rendezvous without waiting 
for complete mobilisation. Under our 
traditional polti-y ot relying principally 
for national defense upon rttl/en sol' 
dlcra the larger part of our hind forces 
ttlll not bo fully trained on tlie our- 
break of war. It li more than proba- 
ble that we shall have to employ some 
of them with little or no training aa 
soon as they can IMS as-iembled In suit- 
able units. 


"The uniQUnt and character of tile 


training will at first be Ulrcctlv pro- 
portional to the time coiiHUinctl, pro- 
vided a rational scheme be followed. 
Itow much time will LJ* available It Is 
Impossible to predict. It is reasonable 
to assume. Imwever. that In the event 
of a war wltb an oversea onmny It will 
|K> tin- tltm» required fur our eiipmy to 
c-itnbtlsh at leant a partial control of 
tho sea sulllclent to open tin- way for 
landing of expeditionary forces. 


"\Ve may consider ourselves oxtreme- 


ly fortunate If we are allowed for 
training tlirce montlm from the dale of 
declaration ot Imminence of war be- 
fore our new troops « 111 he required to 
take up the more "orients work of 
actual lighting. In nil probability the 
time will bi> lr«w than tliiei' months. 
Under present laws our llr.«t volunteer:) 
must be n part of our llrst line of de- 
fense. nnd no volunteers may he rais- 
ed until war IB actual o*' Imminent and 
until congress yhall have authorized 
such action. 


"Our must recent experience In rais- 


ing volunteers was lu IhUi) whim twou- 
ty-fotir l/'nltcd States volunteer regi- 
meuts of Infantry were raised i'orsur\- 
lue 111 tho Philippine Islands. The re- 
ports of the Colonels of tho--o regiments 
show that before proceeding to tlie 
I'hlltpplne Islands the regiments aver- 
aged training periods ot about sev- 
en weeks 
Although these regiment-s 


strongly Impressed, officers «ho had 
the opportunity to observe their line 
organization and splendid material. It 
would be unsafe to taku thut period 
an a standard for future training of 
volunteers, for It mtmt bo home In 
mind that, those regiments not bcliig 
culled upon to face trained troops un- 
(lur trained ofllccrs. tliolr training nail 
discipline wero never put to n tent 
eutlldently severe t-j base thereon 
dotlnlte conclualons. .Furtbemiorc. al- 
though there could be. little oppor- 
tunity Jfor real training on tiauuports 
while en rout£, theru was uoccssarlly 
niuch time on tho voyage thut could 
be and was utilised In certain classes 
of Instruction tlint had braiL. post- 
poned purposely, and thero was much 
opportunity for the development of the 
forces of discipline and cohesion. Tho 
Period of Instruction and training, from 
Uio beginning to the time the regi- 
ments ware put. Into thu Bring line 
waa approximately three months. 


"Another consideration hearing upon 


tho length of tlmo tJint these reglnieuu 
•were actually In training Is tho splen- 
did material that wa* available. Ev- 
Ciy regiment was commanded by a 
regular officer^ and practically all the 
Deld officers wcro regulars. The re- 
maining commissioned aud enltnteU 
personnel comprised tbu pick ot cx- 
rogulars and of some 2CO.OOO ex-vol- 
nntcen) from the war with Spain, who 
had had about a year of training In 
addition to any prior military aervlco.

"It goes without saying tuat tho 


moro tho men know about tho art of 
war the better. Tlmo will not, bow- 
ever, be available to teach them every- 
thluif. even If they n-cre capable at 
absorbing It. Careful distinction must 
be made between those tilings which 
It Is essential that (ivory soldier Eihould 


know and those things which It Is Ue- 
s I ruble that he should know. Every 
effort should be made and all available 
time devoted at llrst lu teaching tho 
essentials, while later, if lime bo avail- 
able, the tnylrucllon and training nitty 
bo extended In othor UlroetlonH. 


"Imperfectly trained tioops moat pay 


with their lives for their own mistakes 
aud tor those of Imperfect leadership 
The more efficient the londenthlp thu 
better will bo (lie training, and this 
hotter I he training the fewer will Ije 
tho mistakes and tho less will bo tho 
ultimate coat of any icsulls sought to 
he obtained by the war.
